DETAILED ACTION 
Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

1. A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set forth in 
37 CFR 1.17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this application is eligible 
for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e) has 
been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 
CFR 1.114. Applicant's submission filed on 8 August 2007 has been entered. 

Claims 1, 21, 23, 24, 25, 28, 29, 30, 31, and 34 have been amended. Claim 2 has been 
canceled. 

2. Claims 1, 3-31, 34, and 35 are pending and under consideration. 

Rejections Moot/Witlidrawn 

3. The rejection of claim 2 under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
identity of component A, is moot in light of the cancelation of the claim. 

4. The rejection of claims 1, 3-6 and 17-20 under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as 
being indefinite for identity of component A, is withdrawn in light of the claim amendments. 

5. The rejection of claims 7-16, 21-31 and 34-35 under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, 
as being indefinite for identity of component A, is withdrawn in light of the claim amendments. 

6. The rejection of claim 23 under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
"derived" is withdrawn in light of the claim amendment. 

Conclusion 

7. Claims 1, 3-31, 34, and 35 are allowed.
